The Black Student Alliance presented specific incidents of racism to 
the Affirmative Action Senate last week, along with goals to meet 
before CSUS becomes a true multi-cultural campus.

Another student told of an incident in the Pub with a group of white 
males who poured salt in the middle of their table. 

“After a mountain of salt was poured on the table, they proceeded to 
pour pepper over the salt,” the student said. “The leader of the group 
then banged his fist on the table and told the rest of the group, ‘watch 
how the white people run away from the blacks!’”

While air pollution and traffic 
problems in Sacramento are get- 
ting worse, and parking at CSUS 
is a constant gripe for most, the 
campus carpooling program con- 
tinues to putt along with little or 
no pickup, according to Jim Le- 
ese, CSUS parking administrator. 

“] still see only about 80 cars a 
day with carpool stickers, and it 
has been that way since | can 
remember,” said Leese. 

Leese attributes the iack in 
ridesharing to force of habit as 
opposed to any weakness in the 
rideshare program. 

“I’ve got a bunch of happy 
campers carpooling so far,” said 
Leese, “but the problem is that the 
others just don’t want to give up 
riding alone because they're just 
too used to it.” 

CSUS student Alan Jameson 
attributes the lack of parucipation 
to ignorance of the program. 

“We have a rideshare pro- 
gram?,” asked Jameson.”That's 
news to me and probably every- 
one else.” 

Glenn Matty, another non-car- 
pooling CSUS student, says it is 
mistrust that keeps him from shar- 
ing his driving duty. 

“I wouldn’t want someone 
coming to my house to pick me up 
if I didn’t even know him,” said 
Maity. “He could hit me over the

According to Lisa Periera of 
Cal Trans Rideshare, the program 
that helps CSUS students and other 
commuters to find carpooling 
partners, Matty has no historical 
precedem on which to base his 
fears. 

“We have never had any trouble 
at all with assaults between our 
participants,” said Periera. 

Periera added that the program 
is designed to accommodate stu- 
dent's apprehensions about mak- 
ing arrangements with strangers. 

“We do not give out addresses, 
only major cross streets,” she said. 
“And if the person wants, we can 
give a work number instead of a 
home phone.” 

“It is best to get a feel for each 
other over the phone,” Periera said, 
“to find out if you mind smoking 
in the car and things like that.” 

In the past, students have 
complained that their class sched- 
ules have changed after they have 
signed up for the program, mak- 
ing their lists of potential partners 
useless. According to Periera, the 
solution is to simply contact the 
nideshare office for a new sched- 
ule. Her message is the same to 
those who feel their ridesh re 
partners are too far away.

should call us and we will do our 
best give them a workable sched- 
ule,” said Periera.

‘Drug-Free’ Students May Get 
Preference For Financial Aid 


(CPS) — An Illinois state representative wants to give students who 
take Grug tests a break in getting state college financial aid. 

Under Republican Jerry Weller’s plan, which he will introduce this 
spring, students who submit to a drug tesi and come clean would get 
preference over an equally qualified applicant who refuses to take the 
test. 

“If you have two candidates that are equal in every other way, the 
drug-free youth would be given preference, ” Weller said in announcing 
the idea in early October. “If one is far above another (in need), the 
program would not deny the person assistance. We already have veteran 
preferences and Affirmative Action programs, 30 there's a precendent.” 

Civil libertarians blasted the idea as an invasion of privacy. 

“We believe it’s probably unconstitutional,” said Jay Miller, execu- 
tive director of the Illinois branch of the American Civil Liberties 

Union. “I suspect it’s not going to go anywhere. Youcan’t make benefits 
dependent on giving up constitutional nights.” 

John Heneghan, Roosevelt University’s student Senate president 
and a voting member of the school’s board of trustees, said giving up 
one 's privacy is worth it “You should be willing to give up (privacy) if 
you want the benefits.” 

Already, students who get federal loans and grants have w sign a 
statement promising they don’t or won't use illegal drugs. College 
officials, moreover, are required to have some kind of anti-drug 
program in place. 

To go along with President Bush’s “War on Drugs,” William 
Bennett, the president's “drug czar,” threatened to cut off financial aid 

to students who attend colleges that don’t have “tough” anti-drug

Crackdown On Beer Cans, 
Posters And Ads 


(CPS) —As they move into their dorms, University of North Dakota 


students are being wld they won't be able to have empty alcohol 
containers ia their rooms or put up posters in their dorm windows. 


UND residence services Director Terry Webb imposed the new rule 


because beer can pyramids and alcohol-related posters create an im- 
pression that drinking is allowed in the dorms, where it’s actually been 
banned for years. 


“Signs give the perception that yes, this is okay, when it’s not,” he 


said. 


Other campuses also are trying to drive images of alcohol from their 


California State University at Chico President Robin Wilson warned 


in early September he would force the campus newspaper, The Orion, 
to cut back on the number of alcohol-related ads it takes, and would 
disassociate the school from all activities sponsored by beer and liquor 
companies. 


Separately, outgoing U.S. Surgeon General C. Everett Koop said 


he'd soon be sending disapproving letters to college presidents who still 
allowed beer and liquor firms to promote events on their campuses. 


Koop added that if the presidents don’t comply, he'd recommend 


“economic and legal sanctions” against the schools.

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Renovated Arden Fair Operis With Style And Celebrity 


Glass vaulted ceilings allow the sun to spotlight marble floors and 30-foot palms. 


The grand opening of the newly 
renovated Arden Fair Mall last 
Friday centered around Sacra- 
mento’s first Nordstrom store, an 
upscale, “hometown” department 
store which is expected to atiract 
thousands of area shoppers. 

The 9:30 a.m. opening of the 
Seattle-based retailer was cele- 
by Mayor Anne Rudin and the 
developers, the charismatic wit of 
Corbin Bernsen of television's 
“L.A.Law,” and the triumphant 
sounds of the CSUS Hornet jazz 
band. Hundreds of balloons and 
confeui dropped on one of the 
largest crowds ever to gather al a 
Nordstrom opening, the 60th store 
in the Western chain. 

“We are going to try to be your 
hometown store,” said Nordstrom 
Vice President Jack McMillian at

the ribbon cutting ceremony. 
“Wienstocks has been here before 
us, but we’re opening a statc-of- 
the-art Nordstrom store — one of 
our bigger stores.” 

The store will cater to the big- 
gest unserved market on the west 
coast, according to McMillian. 
a 20 minute drive of the mall, 
located just off the Business 80 
freeway at Arden Way. 

Expected to limit the flow of 
dollars being spent in the Bay Arca 
by Sacramento shoppers, Arden 
Fair will also pull on income of 
other local mails, who in the past 
have had the upper hand 

The two-story mail has a clean 
white finish, marble floors, art- 
work and 30-foot-tall palm trees 
which reach up to a large, archi- 
tectural wonder of a skylight.

In the past decade, the $3 bil- 
lion Nordstrom empire —- founded 
and still run by the family of the 
same name.— has doubled the 
number of stores, increased sales 
by 600 percent and profits by 800 
percent. 

Nordstom’s success is based 
on a reputation for customer serv- 
ice that dazzles shoppers, a broad 
assortment of merchandise, and a 
decentralized management. 

Ittook Homant, the second larg- 
est shopping center developer in 
the country, to hook Nordstrom to 
Arden Fair. Homart, a real estate 
division of Coldwell Banker Real 
Estate Group, is a member of the 
Sears Financial Network. 

Chicago-based Homart Devel- 
opment Corp. received a 5O per- 
cent partnership in the 30-year- 
old Arden Fair Mail when it bought 
half of Arden Fair Associates for 
an undisclosed amount of money

two years ago. 

The sale saved the mail from 
mediocrity. Homart had the power 
to lure Nordstrom and expand the 
mall into two levels which contain 
over 200 specialty shops and 
455,000 square feet of gross leas- 
able space. This addition is oniy 
phase one. 

Phase two, when complete in 
the spring of 1990, will span from 
Nordstrom to Sears and create a 
mall over a quarter of a mile long 
with more than one million square 
feet of gross leasable arca. 

J.C. Penney Co. intends to 
move its store from Country Club 
Plaza to Arden Fair Mall in late 
1991 or early 1992. 

For now, the future Center 
Court sits at the edge of Arden 
Fair in front of the entrance to 
Nordstrom. Embedded in the floor 
is a 90-foot-long circular mosaic 


sculpture by Joan Brown. The 
sculpture portrays animals of the 
Central Vailey playing together, 
which according to Marks, sym- 
bolizes Arden Fair as a place for 
people to meet and socialize. 

Thousands of people have 
thronged to the mall, packing the 
parking lots and jamming roads. 

“It is pretty impressive for 
Sacramento,” said Lemon 
Crooms, employee for Wells 
Fargo. 

A 144-square-foot glass eleva- 
tor lifts customers above Center 
Court to the second level, were 14 
bridges will transverse the upper- 
level walkways. 

Vaulted glass ceilings manipu- 
late light, creating a soft, careful 
mix of natural and artificial light. 

Corry Fay, a 29-year-old shop- 
per said, “It is the best thing to 
ever happen, Macy's won't get 
any more of my money.”

BSA recently received a letter 
from ASI President Steve Law- 
rence, inviting BSA to appoint its 
own student representative to the 
Affirmative Acton Committee. 
Lawrence is in charge of making 
that appointment. 

ASI has been without a student 
representative on the Affirmative 
Action Committee for the past 
year. ASI representative Rick 
Miller said no one wanted the 
position. 

The next step for BSA will be 
to meet with the Campus Educa- 
tion Equity Committee, Hatchet 
said. The committee is made up of 
faculty and educators, and serves 
as a union for all cultural clubs on 
campus, and deals with issues of 
racism. BSA also will be meeting 
with Gerth. 

If BSA’s meeting with CEEC 
and its meeting with Gerth do not 
accomplish fulfillment of the 
demands, Hatchet said, a silent 
protest in the quad will be held. 
All students of cuior will be re- 
quested to participate. 

“We will get publicity and hold 
a protest,” said Hatchet, “and then 
everyone will know what’s going 
on on this campus. We will be one 
more siatistic.” 

“I take the position that we are 
not living in the 50s or the 60s 
when there were no mechanisms 
to address issues of human rights 
in this country,” Dean of Students 
Dr. George Wayne said. Wayne is 
holding ongoing advising sessions 
with BSA. 

“I would not like to see our 
black students taken away from 
their classes. . . to pay that debt 
over again,” Wayne said. “There 
are a thousand ghosts who have 
already gone forward and paid 
that debt for them.” 


is that no names of individuals 
who have committed racial viola- 
tion are mentioned in the docu- 
ment presente. by BSA. Without 
names, not much can be done, and 
committees for dealing with ra- 
cial problems are basically left 
powerless. 

“If it comes out where we can 
identify the student who took the 
salt shaker, that becomes a disci- 
pline problem for me,” Wayne 
said. 

“When a faculty member does 
it we need to really find out who 
that faculty member may be,” said 
Wayne. “They are held account- 
able for everything from their pay 
and their tenure.” 

Wayne will meet with Affirma- 
tive Action Officer Dr. Stephanie 
T. Lieberman and Assistant of 
Academic Affairs Dr. Dav. i Leon 
to address student concerns and 
work toward BSA goals. 

“The hearts and minds of 
people change when there are 
penalties to pay,” Wayne said. “I 
don’t care if every racist instruc- 
tor on this campus goes to a Klan 
rally in the evening and roasts 
wieners there, but I do care how 
they treat the students in these 
classrooms because these students 
are taxpayers.” 

“Were trying to make people 
more aware that this is not an issue 
that we can keep ignoring much 
more,” Lieberman said. “Just 
because we haven't heard that 
there is a problem doesn’t mean 
that a problem does not exist.”

Theater Review 
Blues And Broken Lives

As the sun sets, a group of black men share stories and legends phrased in poetry and 
laughter as they gather on the steps of Maxson’s sloppy wooden porch. It’s Friday, work 
is over, and the men are already engaged in a ritual of talk and drink while blues songs rise 
in the night. 

This cozy gathering sets the tone for August Wilson's “Fences,” winner of the 1987 
Pulitzer Prize and Tony Award for Best Play. “Fences” opened Friday, Oct. 20, at the 
Sacramento Theatre Company, 1419 H St., and will run unul Nov. 12. 

“Fences” depicts a black family looking for its roots in urban industrial America and 
trying to come to terms with the hostile reality of a white world. 

The play focuses on a single main character: Troy Maxson (Bennet Guillory). Maxson 
is struggling with the changing values of the late °5Os. See Fences, p.12

The Art Of Saving Lives

Terence C. Baxter's recent art work, collectively called “Rescue,” is bringing some 
positive thinking in the aftermath of the earthquake. His show will be on display until 
Nov. 3 at the Witt Gallery. 

ACSUS student working on a master’s degree in Studio Painung, Baxter illustrates 
the theme of “Rescue” by painting people working with others to save lives. 

“The San Franciscan earthquake changed the relationships between the people,” he 
says. “They are more gentle and giving now.” 

Baxter rejects in his work the pessimistic condition of men. “There has to be 
something more going on,” he says. 

Baxter’s approach to a new work is to face the white canvas with a definite idea, but 
he lets the paint determine the painting. “I just start pushing paint on the while canvas 
and have the paint dictate to me what needs to go next.” He usually gets the starting 
encrgy from newspapers or photographs. In those he finds a mood. After 15 or 20 
minutes, he puts those away and lets the paint go. 

Baxter is very conscious of his dependence on painting. “It’s like a writes whose 
characters tell the story,” he says. 

The mediums he uses include charcoal (compressed burnt sticks and gesso), pnimer 
for raw canvas, oil stick, printer’s ink and oils. 

In the oils, colors address one’s feelings and touch the observer. The colors are 
incredibly numerous but fit perfectly together. 

A look at “Mercy,” three bodies protecting each other, takes one directly inside the 
characters. A feeling of nudity and heat invades the painting as if one could see and feel 
the blood circulating between those characters. The final impression is warmth, security 
and peacefulness. “Stay away from the narrative of the painting,” Baxter says. “The 
effect it has is the major thing.” 

Not only painters like Gauguin and Schiele have influenced Baxter in his choice of 
colors and shapes for the general form, but also the Spanish writer Miquel De Unanumo 
with his book, “The Tragic Sense of Life.” Unanumo’s words depicting dry landscapes 
correspond to Baxter's favorite colors: earth tones. 

Philosophically, Baxter's “Rescue” message is a sharp reaction to Aristotle's 
definition of human beings as “Featherless Biped.” “It’s a very static definition, 
completely objective and detached from Miquel de Unanumo's persons of flesh and 
bone in ‘Tragic Sense of Life,’” says Baxter.

“Gross Anatomy:" 
More To Medical 
School Than Cash 
And Cadavers

Picture this. A white-faced, 
unshaven student, carrying a smell 
of rotten tissue, slumps into the 
Seat Opposite you in the library. 
“Another medical student,” you 
think and return to the funnies in 
your newspaper. 

Director Thom Eberhardt’s 
“Gross Anatomy” takes you into 
this world of dead tissue and bad- 
smelling clothes in the life of first- 
year medical students. However, 
i's not your average pre-med 
comedy, although it doesn’t spare 
us from some of Hollywood’s 
preferred stereotypes which have 
ruined so many teen-age films. 

A rich girl falls in love with a 
poor fisherman’s son who has only 
two things going for him: his ever- 
present smile and fast-paced 
mouth. It’s a love affair that is as 


sweet as grandma's cherry pie and 
couldn't be more romantically 
heart throbbing. The unfolding 
plot, nevertheless, doesn’t have a 
trashy aftertaste. 

“Gross Anatomy” is Ameri- 
can-made, but what makes the film 
pleasant after all, and as sparkling 
as mineral water, is the way it was 
filmed and put together in the 
editing room. 

The movie has the charm and 
charisma of French films, com- 
bining comedy and human drama. 
It’s half reality, half dream. In 
short, it’s the kind of movie that 
lets you walk away on clouds and 
in a relaxed mood. 

The art of “Gross Anatomy” 
lies in making a film that is based 
on a common storyline with a 
familiar plot and turning it into a

different idea, one that ies mem- 
bers of the audience to their seats. 

Joe Slovak (Matthew Modine) 
is arebel. But he isn’ta rebel in the 
literary sense. He is not rebelling 
against the establishment or re- 
fusing authority. He just takes life, 
including his studies, a little eas- 
ier than his fellow first-year med 
students. 

“Gross Anatomy” follows Slo- 
vak through his first year of col- 
lege, without losing itself by por- 


traying wild party bashes. Instead, 
itzooms in on the perspiring class 
and study sessions of a small 
group of five students and expo- 
ses common prejudices within 
ourselves. 

Those pictures are bundled and 
depicted with a sense of irony 
and comedy, but they also try to 
open our eyes to the problem of 
too many people studying medi- 
cine to make big money. In the 
end, the film says what the pro-

fession needs are healers. People 
should choose the medical field 
for a vocation that tells them, “This 
is what I want to do, the only thing 
I really want to do.”

"Bear:" A Cub's-Eye View Of A Hostile World

His uny eyes are petrified with fear as he hears his enemies approaching. The scene is 
the forest and the hero, an orphan baby bear, is being tracked down by two hunters. Two 


scenanios are possible: kill it or let it live. 


In “The Bear,” producer Jean-Jacques Annaud chooses, for a change, to show the 
audience the animals’ perspective, particularly the cub’s point of view — that of the hunted. 
The picture tells the story without the support of words and conversation. There is hardly 
any dialogue other than a little hunter slang. Roars, snores, hoots, barks, waterfalls and wind 


shape the animal universe. 


This primitive world casts a spell on the viewer; behavior remains the only possible lan- 


guage and is common to many species, including the human one. 


The moviegoer is held inside the skin of the bear until he feels the bear in himself.

Indeed, the audience is reborn in the bear's environment and, step by step, discovers 
the dangers and resources of nature through the eyes of the cub. Douce, one of the baby 
bears that plays the cub “Youk,” is at first scared of its own shadow. The cub’s behavior 


and expressions seduce and move the viewer to tears. Particularly in the film’s final 


moments, “ Youk’s” gestures are so human and full of frustration, no human actor could 
have made the scene more deeply touching. 

After “The Big Blue” unlocked the maritime universe, “The Bear” gives its audience 
another world where behavior is language and atlitudes are words. Human behavior is 


just a variation of animal behavior. In the movie the viewer understands clearly the 


messages of animals when they communicate or speak among themselves as men do, 


“The Bear” is a relaxing movie that leaves the audience silent and happy inside.

Maxson calls the audience to 
witness the numerous conflicts in 
his life. Clashes involve his wife 
Rose (Nadyne Cassandra), his 
sons, Lyons (Keith D. Aytch) and 
Cory (Richard Barboza), his 
brother, Gabriel (Donald Ross,) 
and his best friend, Jim Bono 
(William A. Smith). Neku Pogue 


and Kalatrece Titus share the role 
of Raynell, Maxson’s daughter. 

Maxson has incredible humor, 
a fine spirit and powerful cha- 
risma His dialogue addresses the 
universe with the same simplicity 
as when he talks to himself. Po- 
etry, vulgarity, blues songs and 
feelings of iove meet in his words 
at the same ume. 

His wife Rose is totally de- 
voted to him and Cassandra plays 
this everyday life wonderfully. It's 
alifc of visiting friends and church, 
of waiting for Maxson between 
the kitchen and the porch and of 
being alone with her own frustra- 
tions. 





Maxson wants his son Cory to 
work as soon as possible and to 
achieve something Maxson did 
not. Cory has just finished college 
and wants to have his own life and 
play football. 

All these conflicts are sur- 
rounded by thoughts, confessions, 
laughter and song. The blues are 
always there, pacing Maxson ‘s 
life with happy notes. Even in the 
scenes of despair, the songs are 
like an old chorus that put stamina 
back into the body to help Maxson 
and his friends to move forward. 

“Fences” is an illustration of 
the clashes between the genera- 
ions, and it addresses all of us.

Dave MacGregor 


Battling An Accident And 
Coming Out Cheering 


Dave MacGregor, one of CSUS’s four male cheer- 
leaders doesn't compietely remember his childhood, 
and he may not compietely remember last month or 
last night. 

He was hit by a truck lost July while working os o 
parking attendant at the Concord Pavillion and among 
other injuries, he suffered a lorge concussion Causing 
short-term memory loss. 

MacGregor was hit biind-side as a Ford 4X4 truck was 
attempting to park. 

“He had no idea (he hit me) because his truck was so 
high; the cab was higher than me. He presumed if was 
a speed bump. He thought he went over o speed 
bump!” MacGregor said. 

Although no bones were broken, MacGregor hod 
injuries to his head, neck, spine, back, right hip and right 
knee. After blacking out, the remaining tire marks on his 
uniform were proof of where the driver ran over his 
body. 

"| have back problems, | have neck probiems. | 
have constant headaches,” says MacGregor. His 
doctors warned him not to overload his schedule. 
but he enrolled for fall semester anywoy. His 
headaches make classes difficult. 

Some professors take into account MacGregor’s 
memory loss problem and some are not so understand- 
ing. He doesn’t want to be treated differently or have 
people feel sorry for him, he just wants them to under- 
stand what he’s going through. 

His biggest supporters through all of this have been 
his parents and his friend. David, in Fremont, who worked 
out with him and encouraged him along the way. 

MacGregor is an active member of Lambda Chi 
Alpha fraternity. He said they’ve have also been very 
supportive. "They always asked me how | was doing. A 
lot of them knew (about the accident) and a iot of 
them didn’t, but it helps to have 60 or 70 guys you can 
talk to when you have a problem and don't know what 
to do; | had a problem,” he said. 

“Our theme is brotherhood and | think it really stands

out. We've gone through 
a lot of tragedies. One of 
our brothers was killed in co 
car accident, and we all 
pulled together in a time 
of need. When | was hurt- 
ing. they pulled together 
for me,” MacGregor ex- 


plained. 

MacGregor is now in- 
volved in a law suit with 
the man who hit him. Natu- 
rally, he’s a little bit bitter. 

“ifhe would hove taken 
his time and given me a 
few extra seconds, none 
of this would have hap- 
pened. Nothing is wrong 
with him. | personally feel 
weight more spread out. 
He realizes hie could have 
been hurt much worse or 
even been paralyzed. 

“| have a lot more re-

I'm not getting 
any younger. | want to do 
it before I hit my 30s. | figure 
when | hit 30, I'm going to 
have to really settie down, 
have a reci job, make 
some real money. Now 
that I’m in my 20s, | might 
as well play around, nave 
fun,” he said.

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Myung K. Kang 
Tae Kwon Do Master And CSUS Professor

The president of the USA Tae 
Kwon Do Federation has been 
teaching at CSUS for 25 years. 
Master Myung K. Kang holds 
the 10-degree black belt, the 
highest grade in the sport 
Amazingly, only four people in 
the world have been awarded 
this rank. 

Kang was born in Bong Chun 
in north China. In Asian coun- 
tnes people icarn to protect 
themselves at an carly age. The 
marual art skills are passed 
down through the generations. 
Kang began to learn tae kwon 
do when he was four years old 
from his father, grandfather and 
uncles. 

In 1964 Kang moved to 
America after he had been an 
instructor of martial arts to the 
US Air Force. In September 
1964 he began teaching at 
CSUS. After 53 years of practice 
and 39 years of teaching, Kang 
esumates that he has taught over 
70,000 students. 

Tae Kwon Do is a combina- 
uon of kung fu, tai chi, chi 
kung, judo, aikido and karate. It 
involves a variety of punching, 
kicking, throwing and grap- 
pling. All of these martial arts 
are derived from Soo Bak, an art 


that is 2500-3000 years old. 

Kang defines tae kwon do as 
a physical expression of the hu- 
man will for survival and an ac- 
tivity to fulfill the spiritual de- 
sires of a person. This strong 
philosophy is split into learning 
respect for yourself and each 
other, belief in what you do and 
appreciation of life, family, 
friends and country. 


Kang’s personal aim is to 
teach students to control their 
minds, gain confidence, obtain 
peace of mind and care and re- 
spect themselves. “In today's 
society we need to learn these 
skills,” Kang said. 

The United Martial Arts Col- 
lege is a private college where 
Kang teaches. It is one of t! 
oldest schools in the United 
States with over 400 members 
and 80 black belt holders. 


“All types of people learn tae 


kwon do,” Kang.said “You can > 


be any age, male or female, any 
i.ationality and have no physical 
requirements.” 

However. it takes a lot of 
practice to obtain a beit. It is 
recommended that you attend 
classes for 450 days to gain your
